And 
ſo they gave over troubling him any more, only asking, what he 
had to ſay to them, he told them, he was extremely ſorry to ſee 
Proteſtants, o ingratefully exaſperated againſt the beſt Proteſtant 
Church in the World, that had done ſuch Eminent Service to our 
Common. Religion and Intereſt againſt Popery: Arid withal pray- 
ing God to forgive them, and not to lay theſe things to their 
Charge. | | | 


So the Miniſter was diſmiſſed, they telling him, he was an vo- 
rant and obdured Curate and Malignant.

„ Mr. Jobn Dalgleifhe, Miniſter of Ebandale, was taken 

out of his Houſe by a . of Armed Men, was carried to 
the Kirkyard ſtyle bare- headed, and after being ſurrounded by theſe 
Armed Men, and a great many of the People; and one of them in 
a Speech, having railed againſt him with many opprobrious impu- 
tations, commanded his Beadle to tear his Gown over his Head,

On Cbriſtmas day Anno 1688. under cloud of night, about five and 
forty Men in Arms (all his Neighbours, to the moſt part of whom he 
had done ſpecial acts of Kindneſs) came to Mr. Gabriel Ruſſe/'s 
Houſe the Miniſter of Govean 3 they beat himſelf, his Wife and 
Daughter, carried away all the Utenſils of the Church, and the Keys

The ſame night another Party came to Mr. Robert: Tinnies Houſe 


Minifter at Calebeart; not yams. himſelf at home, they turned his- 


Wife, Family and Furniture out of the“ Manſe, and tho it was about 
Eleven at Night, with great difficulty they ſuffered the (aid Mrs. Tinnie: 
to (tay in the Stable all night with her ſmall Children; of which-Chil- 
dren three have fince been at the point of Death, through the Fear 
and Cold to which they then were expoſed. The next Lords day the 
indulged Preacber in that part, poſſeſſed himſelf of the Pulpit they 
were his own Pariſhoners who treated Mr. Tinnie ſo. The ſame 
Night, and much after the ſame manner Mr. Robert Bayle Miniſter at 


Carmunnock was treated. 


On December 27. - Anno 1688. Mr. Hagb Blair Miniſter at Rurber- 
len, had all his Furniture turned out of his Houſe, the Keys and 


tenfals of the Church taken from him, er. 

About the ſame time Mr: Gilbert Muſbas Miniſter at.Cxmernald was 
treated much after the ſame manner. 

Much about the ſame time a Party came to Mr, David Milne Mini- 


ſter at Calider, and had rifled his Houſe but that they were interrupted. . 


But all this time the Miniſters in the City of Glaſgow ſuffered no- 
thing, only Letters were (cnt to them to forbear the Exerciſe of their 


' Minjttry, and their Houſes were ſearch'd for Arms, Cc. till Fan. 17. 


1689. being Thurſday, on which tis uſual for them to have puhlick

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part Women, came to Church, with a deſign to have drag'd the 
Miniſter out of the Pulpit; but he (by the advice of ſome of his 
Brethren who were there) forbearing to go into the Church, and 
endeavouring to retire without Noiſe, was fallen upon moſt barbar- 
ouſly, beaten, and had his Gown and other Cloaths torn in many 
pieces, altho he had been one of the Miniſters of the ſaid City twenty 
tour years, and lived moſt Chriſtianly and inoffenſively. 

The ſame day the fame Rabble went to the Houſe of Mr. Alexander 
George Miniſter of the Barony Church of Glaſgow, broke, his Doors 
with great Hammeis; and notwithſtanding he was at that time tyed 
to his Bed by a very dangerous Sickneſs, they thruſt into his Chamber, 
and had undoubtedly drag'd him from his Bed, and perhaps mur- 
thered him, had not the Provoſt of the City, with eight or ten Men, 
come to his relief. 

On the Lords day thereafter, being the zoth of Faxmary. there was 
no Sermon in any of the Churches of the City. On the 22th. a 
Copy of a Letter was ſent to each Miniſter in the City, the Tenour 
whereof followeth. 


Me are credibly informed that our pretended Provoſt Walter Gibſone, 
and bis Malignant Aſſociates, are upon a deſign of baving you reſtored 
to Churches, ſometime this or the next Week, but if you will take 
av and prevent your own Trouble and perhaps Ruine, do not liſten 
to their Motion, for tbey are but laying a Snare for you, without reflet- 
ing upon their omn being taken in it themſelves : Therefare conſider what 
you are doing, and if you defire Safety, forbear to attempt any thing - 
ſuggeſted upon that head, for aſſure your ſelver, that it will nut be now 
the Female Rabble you have to engage with, but muſt reſolve in all 
time coming for ſuch a Guard as will be ſo ſufficient and diligent, ar 
to protect you, not only in the Church (which even. we doubt of) but 
alſo in your Houſer , and that both by night and by day; if you take 
this warning, you will both ſave your ſelves, and prevent the Effufion 
of much Blood, but if not, ſtand to your peril, which in all probability © 
will be more formidable than that of Mr. Milne.

Aſter this fatercourſe between 
the ſoreſaid Baillie and Thomas Cramfurd, both thoſe Parties of the 
Presbyterians, that go to the Hills and the Mecting-houſes, began to

The Suffermgs. of Gideon Brown. 


Sir, | 
O obviate all Miſrepreſentations of my Treatment at Smelholm, I 
give you this. true and impartial account according to your deſire. 

Upon the firſt Saturday of February 1689. George Dickson Cottar 
to the Lair of Smelbolm a profelt Cameronian, brought to me an un- 
ſubſcribed Papez in the preſence of my Family, in the which he, in 

name of the Parochine, ordains me to ceaſe from the Exerciſe c 
my. Miniſtry there, pretending in it, that 1 had no call from the 
People, and that | was an Intruder, and had brought Troopers among 
them; with this certification,that they would force and compel me to 
do it. This much troubled me, to be upbraided for that of which 1 was 
never guilty, and that by. Perſons whom often I kept from the laſh of 
the Law, and who had conſtantly heard me till the late Tolers- 
tion, and frequently taken the Sacrament from me, but from the 

conſideration of our Saviours Treatment from thoſe to whom he w 
ever doing good, I comforted my elf, and reſolved patientiy to 
bear and undergo this preſent Diſaſter, and whatcver might follow 
thereupon. This being repreſented to the Laird Smelbolm, he ad- 
viſed me for a day to ceaſe from Preaching, and. withdraw, which 
accordingly I did: The next Lords day I returned (laying aſide all 
Fears, not willing ſo eaſily and ſuddenly to be put from the Exer- 
ciſe of my Miniſtry) and it pleaſed the Lord to grant to me, and to 
continue with me, a ſafe Exerciſe of my Minifiry without diſtur- 
bance, until the fourteenth of April hereafter, which was the Lords 
day, on which day the Scum of that People, moſt of them not above 
the quality of a Servant, yet all dwelling under the Laird of Smel- 
bolm, except two, and newly inſligated by one George Dick ton 
Preacher in a Meeting-houſe near by (as I am credibly informed ) 
did aſſemble with Staves and Battoons (having, on Saturday before, 
warned me by a ſecond Summons, and taking away the Bell-rope.) 
to oppole me that day; the Laird of Smelholm being acquainted by 
me, of the ſajd intended Uproar, at the ordinary time of convening, 
came to the Church-yard, I following with my Family, and aftec 
ſome communipg with the ſaid Rabble, his Tenants, who had been

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therefrom ſix a Clock in the morning, prevailed to make patent 
Doors, and having entered the Pulpit and begun to Pray, imme- 
'diately the ſaid George Dickgon (having received the Hire of eighteen 
Pence from the reſt, as he himſelf confels'd afterwards in my Beadles 
hearing) approached furiouſly to draw me out of the Pulpit, which 
a Son of mine (of ſixteen years of Age) obſerving, ſtop'd him be- 
fore he came near me; upon which there came ten about the Boy, 
pulling the Hair off his Head, tearing his Hat, Cloak and Neck- 
cloth, which extorted from his Mother theſe words in the midſt of 
the Church, Murder! Murder! and forced me from the Pulpit, at 
length the Laird quieted them. Upon all this 1 took Witneſſes, 
and withdrew with my Family, to the Neighbour Church, ever after 
that they put Cattle of all forts into the Church, frequently

Church; the Committee gave me a Protection and Warrand, and 
required the Hexetors to put and keep me in the pcaceable '! xerciſe 
of my Miniſtry, and fecure ſuch Perſons as ſhoutd difturb me in my 
Miniſtry.  I-ſh:wed the Protection to all the Heretors, but Kirkurd, 
one of them, and who was moſt concern: d, ſaid it was not in their 
power to protect me, tho they were chiefly his Tenants that oppoſed 
me. Aﬀecrwards in September they cited me before the Privy-Council, 
which deprived me and declared my Church vacant, only becauſe I 
did not read the Proclamation in my own Houſe, which the LA 
did not require: They conlidered not the Protection I had from the 
Committee, nor my willingneſs to obey if allowed; but treited me 
as if my Non Obedience had been the moſt free choice in the World 3 
which 1 can prove by Witneſſes.

Vu uc defirous to have an account how the Miniſters of the 

Presbytery of Straurare weile treated by the Rabble. In the 
firſt place you muli.know; that all of them had read; the Pioclama - 
tion, and prayed fos King William and Queen Mary, except one wha 
was in Edinburg at the time; notwithſtanding of this they were not 
ſecure from the Rabble, but on the contrary their greateſt Troubles 
then began, molt of them continued preaching till M hiiſand qq. vat 
which time {malt Parties of theſe People who came over from Ireland 
for ſhelter, were imployed and conduced to go to ſcveral Minitiers 
Houles;to, diſcharge them to preach apy longer, adding Threatuings 
it they continued in the Exerciſe of their Miniſtry there ; they put 
on new, Locks which they brought with chem on the Church: dots, 
and kept Guards there and in the Church- yards, to hinder, the Mini- 
ſters lrom entexing. All the Miniſters of this Rresbytery, wine 4jeted 
out of their Mapſcs. Mr. Ramſay. one of them, dwelt in an hired 
Houſe, which did not belong to the Church, but he was not ſpared 
more than the reſt, theſe People came and drowned out his Fire,  calt 
out his Goods, and 4 badly intreated his Family, frighted 
his poor Wife and Children, he was forced to flee to Ireland tos 
ſhelter, fxcm. whence theſe People had come. Theſe People, when 
demanded by the Miniſters why they who pretended to flee from 
Perſecution themſelves, and were Proteſtants, ſhould at ſuch rate per- 
ſecute Prateſtant Minitters,who obeyed the Law, and expected tathex 
Protection, but on the contrary had ſhewed Hoſpitality, towards 
them, according to their Ability., Some of them be ing confounded 
at this, ſaid, That they were preſſed, yea, hind to what they had 
done; yea, ſome of them vowed: they ſhould never go ſuch an 
Errand again. I believe Neceſſity had moved theſe poor People for 
a little Money to do that which otherwiſe they abhorred, but when 
ſome would, not go they found others. The Miniſters, alter they 
were caſt out of their Manſes, they lived in the Barns of the Manles 
tor ſome time, but they were not ſuffered to continue long there but 
| were 


| 
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were cjeQed z then they took ſhelter in the Barns and Stables of 
Country-men who tavourcd them always, till they themſelves were 
menaced and 'thigatocd for. rogciving them, Y them; Mr. James 
Cameron, a very worthy Man, was forced, with the Man who reſet 
him, to betake themſelves to the Fields, to (ave themſelves in the 
Night · time from the Rabble who were come to aſſault them. This 
came upon the hon ft Country man, meerly becauſe he ſheltered? his 
Minifier whom he loved. Tneſe Furious Peop'e meeting with the 
Miniſters Servant, did beat him ſo till he tell to the Ground deprived 
of all ſigns of Life. The. Rabble came to a Miniſters Wife of Glenlace 
when her Husband was abſent, and enqulied for him, and when they 
found him not, they began to caſi out: his Goods into the Cloſs, 
and the Miniſters Wife had caufed put on a Pan on the Fire 19s to 
make ſome Breakfaſt. for a Sucking Child, bye their Fury could not 
allo them to forbear drowning out the Fire til che Childs Meat 
ſhould fiſt bien made. This is all the abiupt lafortnation that how 
in haſte can be given, but you may have a ſurther account afterwards.

Mc. Jabn Maubray Miniſter at Upboll did comply wich all that was 
required hi him by the Council, yet the N abble came pn him, did 
caſt out his Pleniſhing, tore his Gown, affdghted his Wife ſo that flie 
died ſhortly after. Being thus violently tbruft from his Wiſe, he 
came to his Patron Lord Cardroſe, one of the preſent Privy-Council, 
and delired that his Lordſhip would allow him but to ſhelter him- 
ſelf in ſomg Chamber of his Lordſhips Houſe of Kirkbill, till he pro- 
vided himſelf of ſome other place; but my Lord denied his requeſt; 
He then adventured again to lodge in the Manſe to preach to his 
People, but the Lord Cardroſe commanded him to ſorbrar, and when 
he would not promiſe to abſtain, his Lordſhip did take from the ſaid 
Mr. Jobn the Keys of the Church-doors, ſo that he has excluded him 
the Kick.

R. Francis Scot Miniſter of the Goſpel at Tweedmore , was 

ejected by the Rabble, and his whole Family turned out of 

doors, (his Wite having been delivered of a Child four days before) 
tho he complicd in all Points. 


Mr. William Aliſon Miniſter of the Goſpel at Kilbscbo was ejected 
about the ſame time by the Rabble, to wit, the middle of Summer, 
they holding Piſtols to his Breaſt, having given all Obedience to the 
Laws, yet was cited by his Parochioners before the Council, and was 
ablolved and warranded to return to his Charge; - after a number 
of Women in his own Parochie, role up and went to his Manſe, 
wherein he had ſome pleniſhing ſtanding, and threw it out and 
broke it all in pieces, and drove away his Cows that was paſturing 
in his owh Glebe, and deſtroyed all his Corn; and now a Meeting 
houſe Preacher poſſeſſeth his Church, preaching, in it daily, albeit 
he be authorized himſelf by Authority, and after all this no care is 
taken to repoſſeſs him.

Aſſembly flatly contradified one another, as in the year 1674. when King 
Charles |. as kept Priſoner at the Iſle of Wight, the Convention of Eftates 
voted that an Army ſhould be ſent (as it was) under the Command of 
Duke Hamilton, to relieve His Majeſty, but #he General Aſſembly paſr'd 
an Afi at the ſame time, flatly contradidting that, and accortlingly after the 
King's Forces were defeated by the Rebels im England, the Kirk, to ſhow 
their abſolute Supremacy in the State, forced the Nobily and Gentry, wbo 
were Officers under the Dukg, to make their Repentance before the Congo 
tions publickly in Sachelotb. 1 ſay, becawſe this Ad ſeemed io reſtraint 

from meddling in State Affairs, as tbey had been wont to do, leaving them 
yo power in the State, and the King ſome power inqy#be Church, as that they 
could net call a General Aſſembly without acquginting bim with the ne- 
ceſſity of it, therefore this Ad was rejedted with great Cont t and Indig- 
nation: and the Prei byteriam Miniſter who mus then in Quality of a Chap- 
lain in the Parliament, ſaid, that they would, rather than admit of ſuch 
a Mangled Mungril Presbytery, beg back the Biſhops again; and that it 
was Nonſence not to allow the Clergy to impoſe other Oaths as well as that 
of Allegiance.

Come may perhaps think it an unkindneſs done to the Nation of 
Scotland, thus to expoſe the publick As of the. Kingdom which
